The All-India Congress working 
committee, representing the most 
powerful faction in India, met for 
about two hours today. 

Dr. Maulana Abul Kalan Azad, 
Congress president, said the meet- 
ing considered the situation in 
Bengal and Assam as a result of 
the war approaching from Burma, 
and discussed what lead the organ- 
ization should give the country.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 4.—The 
United. States aircraft tender 
Langley and the fleet tanker Pe- 
cos went down while fighting a 52- 
hour running battle with enemy 
bombing planes in the . Indian 
Ocean south of Java between Feb. 
27 and March 1, their commanding 
officers said today.

The Langley was formerly the 
fleet collier Jupiter. Launched in 
1912, it served as a collier until 
March, 1920, when it was taken out 
of commission to be converted into 
an aircraft carrier. In 1937 it was: 
further modified and reclassed as 
an aircraft tender, 

The Pecos was launched in 1921. 
It was 475 feet overall, 56 feet in 
the beam, and was armed with 
four 5-inch and two 23-inch guns. 
It could carry 7850 tons of oil, ex- 
clusive of its own fuel. 


The Peary was 314 feet four 
inches long, 30 feet eight inches in 
the beam, and. her main armament 
was four ¢inch 50 caliber. guns. 

The Langley carried a normal 
complement 64 officers and 648 
enlisted men, the Pecos 15 offi- 
cers and 302 men, and the Peary 
nine officers and 118 enlisted men. 


Lieut. Commander Bermingham, 
36-year-old skipper who went down 
with the Peary, had seen varied 
service with the Navy.

The first increase in the price of 
beer since new Federal taxes were 
imposed last year went into effect 
recently when Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., boosted the price of its bot- 
tled beer 10 cents a case and its 
draft beer 50 cents a barrel. 

This increase has been passed on 
to the consumers, it was indicated 
in a survey, only for case pur- 
chases.

The report ended a six-year valu- 
ation study of the company. The 
figures are preliminary to rate-fix- 
ing and are based on 1938 opera- 
tions, Hearings will be held. 

The Public Service Commission 
auditors’ report on net telephone 
revenues was about $300,000 more 
than that claimed by the company 
because the company deducted as 
expense items fees it had paid 
to the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co.

930,000 on'operating revenues but 
actually neither accepted’ nor re- 
jected the figure. The company 
said the accrual actually was less 
than plant retirements for the 
period.

Corporal Falls into Pool of 
Flaming Gasoline Ignited 
During Refueling.

A Scott Field Corporal was ser- 
lously burned and two other men 
suffered minor burns last night 
when an Army bombing plane 
caught fire as it was being re 
fueled. The plane’s crew of 10 es- 
caped through windows and doors 
as the flames swept the craft. 

Corp. John E. Sweeney of Ste- 
ger, Dll, a member of the ground 
crew, was enveloped in flames and 
seriously burned when the plane 
caught fire as he was inserting 
the nozzle of a gasoline hose into 
the left wing intake. He jumped 
free of the plane but fell into a 
pool of flaming gasoline. He is at 
the post hospital. 

Roy Houseladen of Belleville, ci- 
vilian assistant chief of the post 
fire department, and Pvt, Wesley 
C, Comer, a member of the ground 
crew, were treated at the hospital 
for burns about the hands and face. 

As the flames swept through the 
plane the ground crew worked 
frantically to move the gasoline 
truck away, fearing it would ex- 
plode. At it was rolled away 
flames crept along a trail of gaso- 
line behind the truck for 100 
yards before extinguished with 
chemicals. Chemicals also were 
used to put out the fire on the 
plane, which wag seen for several 
miles. 

When the fire broke out on the 
wing. Col. Evers Abbey, one of the 
two officers aboard the bomber, 
escaped through a window. The 
others, including the pilot, Col. C. 
E. Archer of Washington, D. C., 
got out through a rear door.

How Russia Defeated Napoleon 


Crane Brinton in the Saturday Review of

*‘Napoleon’s Invasion of Russia,” by Eugene Tarie, 
* (Oxford University Press, New York.) 

UGENE TARLE is the dean of Russian 

historians still in Russia. Born in 1874, 
he received the kind of academic profes- 
sional training that was in those days uni- 
versal in the Western world. ‘ Liberal or 
mildly Socialistic under the Czarist regime, 
he none the less was able to make a place 
for himself in the academic world, and de 
veloped a special interest in economic his 
tory. The October Revolution intensified 
his Marxism, and he rose to a high position 
in the learned world of the Soviets. 

The Russian version of this book is dated 
1938. It is a most patriotic book, which 
ends with a ringing peroration, unaccount- 
ably omitted in the English translation, and 
a warning to Germany to take heed from 
Napoleon's fate. It is perhaps evidence of 
the unreality of the Stalin-Hitler pact of 
1939 that, so far as this reviewer knows, 
Tarle did not suffer in 1939-41 for his known 
hostility to Germany.

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AS TO WARTIME WIRE-TAPPING. 

Wire-tapping is up again in Congress. This time 
it arrives in a joint resolution which would give the 
Department of Justice authority. to tap wires in 
the course of investigations in connection with the 
apprehension of foreign agents or persons who are 
seeking to interfere with the nation’s war effort. 
Wire-tapping is bad business under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, and if it can be justified at all, the 
° stated aim of the Department of Justice describes 
that condition. To win the war, we are willing 
to sacrifice temporarily guarantees as to privacy, 
just as we are willing to accept limitations on the 
historic freedoms of the Bill of Rights. 
Any tapping of wires in connection with the 
prosecution of the war should be carefully guarded 
against abuse. Philip Murray, CIO. president, is 
altogether ‘in order. with his call for four basic 
protections: 


1. Wire-tapping should be legalized only for 
the duration of the war. 

2. It should be used only against violators of © 
laws designed to promote the national war effort.. 

3. It should: be protected from abuse by crim- 
inal penalties for those who misuse it. 
a. it should not be employed in any way 

inst legitimate activities of labor unions. 

Congress should have no hesitation in establishing 
these safeguards if it authorizes wire-tapping. With- 
out them, wire-tepping might be the means to more 
harm than benefit in the war effort. . 
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MR. ROOSEVELT’S ORDER ON “ENEMY ALIENS.” 


At his press conference yesterday, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked for suggestions for a 
short but descriptive name for the present

This is, of course, a most opportune book. 
Those strange place-names that fill our 
newspapers—Maloyaroslavets, Dorogobuzh, 
Kaluga, Mozhaisk, Smiolensk—occur again 
and agaén in this book, and the whole sit- 
uation in 1812 offers such obvious parallels 
with the present that history takes on & 
striking immediacy, 

Americans who are ignorant of the events 
of 1812 will, however, do wellto begin with 
a reading of the little book Hilaire Belloc 
wrote in the centennial year 1912 on “The 
Campaign of 1812 and the Retreat From 
Moscow.” Tarle, like so many professional 
historians these days, has not cultivated the 
art of skilled narration, and his book fails 
to give a clear, over-all account of the cam- 
paign. This is precisely what Belloc does 
admirably. Once the necessary background 
is clear, however, Tarle’s book is of extraor- 
dinary interest—even more perhaps for an 
understanding of Russia in 1942 than in 
1812. 

Tarle is too good a historian to falsify his 
documents or invent “facts.” What Tarle 
does is to high-light his facts, emphasize 
some and neglect others, drive home his 
own interpretations. 
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We know of a gentleman who continues 
to protest that the true “jeep,” first so 
called in the armored force, is actually 
the large, bulky command-reconnaissance 
car that looks like a clumsy and somewhat 
topheavy camel after a full meal. He has 
insisted many times that that is the real 
“jeep” and that the little, bouncing quar- 
ter-ton vehicle is really a “son of a jeep.” 
But his insistence batters against a grow- 
ing practice at many and many other camps 
and forts throughout the country besides 
his, and also a widespread and well-fixed 
journalistic usage. Against that, his labors 
are likely to be in vain. . 

He has a particularly hard time inasmuch 
as “a raw recruit with a brand-new suit” 
is also called a “jeep,” and the very word 
“jeep” was a transposition from a queer lit- 
tie figure in a comic strip. ~- 

Our proposal has better chances than his 
because there is no other “Dictators’ War” 
besidemthis one today, and because “Dicta- 
tors’ War” is itself more concrete and de- | 
scriptive than the broad “World War II.” 

We do not care to estimate exactly how 
good that chance is, but make the sugges- 
tion just the same.
